pte complete and sudden 

collapse of the Algicrs revolt 

brings to an end o thoroughly 
futile act of defiance and de- 
sporation which was - more 
like a near-bankrupt gambler 
making hia final plunge than a 
serloun: attempt at rebeliion. 
The four retlrad generals 
hoped to rally the bulk of de 
Gauile's Army veterane and 
with the help of the diehard 
settlers dictato terms that 
would force France to turn 
back on ths course of self: 
determination for Algeria. Gut 
the gamble failed. 

At beet the four generals had 
control—albelt tenucusly—of 
three key citles, but with the 
exception of a co far unknown 
number of Army units, the 
majority of the forces needed 
to make the revolt a success 
obeyed de Gautle’s call to 
arms, And that was the end. 

For a premeditated act of 
rebelfion, it Is hard to imagines 
anything more monstrously 
foollsh. True, the troops in 
Algeria would have made 
formidable oppoaltion for de 
Gaulle had the generals 
-giruck at France Immediately. 
And in thlia respect, the alarm 
which Premier Debre sounded 
In Paris the night after the 
coup, though tinged with 
panic, waa fully juctified. No 


chances could be taken with 
such desperate men. But 
events showed that the 
gqeneraln were frustrated by 
loyal alrmen who refused to 
carry the .paratroopera In a 
mission to aelze the capital. 


HEY were apparently hoping 
by a lightning stroke euch 
ao thin to make de Gauilo 
. capitulate meekly ana that tho 
politicians would fold up ae 
quietly ag thoy did in 1958. 
But de Gaulle was no coward. 
Ho stood hie ground, prepared 
hls country for the worst, 
ordered his fleet to sall from 
Toulon and finally told his 
loyal troops in Algerta to rise 
up agalnet the conspirators 
evon if It meant shedding 
French blood. It wae a 
mixture of Incredible calmnees 
and quiet courage which 
brought about the dofcat of 
the rebols—the kind of calm 
and patient courage to which 
de Gaulie has for many ycars 
been accustomed in hh 
poriods of exile. 

It ia significant that not even tho 
Algerian Mostem rebels found 
It expedient to exploit the 
mutiny and though they may 
feei that it has etrengthened 
their hand and weakened de 
Gaulle’s, It must be hoped that 
they will now be ready to 
begin serious peace negotla- 
tlons. Only In this way can 
Algerla hope to tako Its place 
in the free world. And only 
when It has dispooed of Its lact 
remaining colonial obligation 
with honour can France turn 
ite ayce to the problems of 
Europs which have called for 
far more of the nation's at- 
tention In recont years. then 
It has been able to give. 


‘T must be clear to General de 

Gaulle, however, that while 
a repetition of such a revolt 
Bcoms most unlikely, the victor 
In this case cannot afford to bo 
magnanimous to the van- 
quished. That would leave 
him wide open to misinter- 
pretation. The four generals 
who have chosen to crown 
carecors of honourable service 
to thelr country In such an 
extraordinarily asinine fashion, 
desarve to be treated with the 
utmost saverity. 

The entire Franch Army, Indeed, 
needs to’ be purged of soldiers 
who ara sc utterly without 
loyalty that they can put their 
own narrow ambitions before 
fhe will of their countrymen. 
There must be no halt- 
measures, Do Gaulle must 
show that frulticss ao this 
crass advonture ‘was, Franco Is 
taking no chances. 

A study of ovonts in tho lant four 
days will possibly ahow that 
the country’s reputation has 
not soriously suffered. Indead 
it evems that the sympathy 
which de Gaulle won from hie 
altion not only contributed to 
the downfall of the rebols, but 
rovitatinod ailled unity 
generally and de Gaullo’e 
flaca In the Weatern 
community particularly. That, 
coming on tap of the French 
Prosident’e amazing trlumph, 
Qivee the greatest satisfaction 

and pienspyre.

In his role as Oracle he 
recently was interviewed on 
television, between puffs and 
wheezes, by Mr Francis WIl- 
liams, And now some subse-

Telephone Company charged 

$4 per month and the 

scheme was attractive to 
those who wanted only local 
programmes at o small cost 
| andl less trouble. 
It is now learned that the 
{franchise has been with- 
drawn and the experiment 
will be terminated as from 
tho end of this year, 
Government yesterday 
offered-no reasons as te the 
| withdrawal, but it is under- 
stood that Government con- 
siders that the Telephone 

Company has not made the 

fullest use of the franchise.
